Georgia Roads 


Funds for 
gia’s battered highways have been 
doubled, Ryburn G. Clay, director 
of the State Highway Department, 
announced yesterday, 

The budget department, Direc- 
tor Clay said, has aproved an ex- 
penditure of $500,000 each three 
months to repair the roads that 
are beginnnig to need repairs bad- 
ly throughout the stat. 

“We are hopeful,” 
Clay, “that before this summer is 
over all hard-surfaced roads in the 
state will have been put into rea- 
sonably good condition.” 

At the same time Clay an- 
nounced the approval by Gover- 
nor Arnall and by the federal gov- 
ernment of two access highways 
to permit an easy flow of workers 
into and out of the Bell bomber 
plant at Marietta: 


Dallas sink. 

1. Route 120, between Dallas 
and Marietta, at a cost of $135,000, 
to be shared on a 50-50 basis by 
the state and the federal] govern- 
ment.

ALLIED. HEADQUARTERS IN 
AUSTRALIA, July 2.—(Friday)— 
(4?)—Complete occupation of Ren- 
dova island in the central Solo- 
mons was announced today from 
headquarters of General Douglas 
MacArthur and artillery has be- 
gun to shell the vital Japanese air 
base at Munda, five miles away. 

The United States forces which 
landed on Rendova June 30 
pleted the operation shortly after 
midday, destroying the enemy gar- 
rison,” said today’s communique. 

While the air arm provided cov- 
ering protection all over the sece- 
tors of the growing Pacific of- 
fensive against the Japanese, the 
forces which struck in the Solo- 
mons and on New Guinea consol- 
idated their newly won positions, 
the high command announced. 

Lash at Rabaul. 

Bombers struck at Rabaul, New 
Britain, from which the Japanese 
might parry the Allied thrusts, 
and other planes rained death on 
enemy forces opposing the land- 
ings near Salamaua, New Guinea. 

Complete occupation of Rendova 
would constitute a speedy action. 

Landings were made only Wed- 
nesday on that island which not 
only puts Allied forces within easy 
range of Munda but also within 
fighter range of Rabaul itself. 

Australians who landed at Nas- 
sau Bay, less than 15 miles below 
Salamaua were reported attacking 
the Japanese in that sector, which 
is just across Dampier Strait from 
New Britain. 

26 Japs Killed. 

In the ground fighting, Allied 
patrols killed at least 26 Japanese 
and wounded many others at Ma- 
lolo and Orodubi in the Salamaua 
sector. 

Over Rabaul, which felt the im- 
pact of nearly 23 tons of bombs 
Wednesday, nearly 25 tons were 
dropped yesterday on its three air-

Meat Cuts of Butchers 
Of Wide Variety, OPA Says. 


Although a butcher is allowed to sell to the people he wants to, 
and refuse to sell to the ones he does not, he is not free to follow 
his own inclinations when it comes to slicing the meat for sale. 

His cuts must be only the ones listed on the official OPA 
point value tables. Of course, those cuts are of wide variety, and 
he will probably not be hampered very much by those restrictions 
when preparing his meat for sale, but he nevertheless must watch 
out for the cuts listed. 

Incidentally, if this butcher had wanted to, he could have sold 
this woman half the leg of lamb since it is listed on the meat 
point value chart: “Leg—whole or part, seven points per pound.” 


Date Given for Dealers 


To Turn in Shoe Stamp No. 17 


Shoe dealers who maintain no ration bank account must send 
in by July 5 either to their suppliers or to district OPA offices the 
No. 17 stamps which expired to the public on June 15, Stanley H. 
Sokol, shoe rationing officer of the OPA Atlanta district office, said 
yesterday. 

If a dealer has a supplier, he sends the stamps directly to this 
supplier, who will credit the stamps to the dealer’s account. If he 
has no supplier, he sends the stamps to his district OPA office, 
which will issue him a shoe purchase certificate. In each case he 
must get the stamps in by July 5; otherwise, he will not receive 
credit for them. 

Shoe dealers who maintain ration bank accounts have until July 
15 to deposit their No. 17 stamps.

The prices set for the producer and wholesaler, OPA said, 
represent a substantial rollback of present prices, and the ceil- 
ings soon to be placed on fresh fish at the retail level will follow 
this pattern. 

Frozen and processed fish are already under price control.

The Turks would like to deal 
with us. They are prepared to 
trade goods. They produce, in 
Turkey, nearly one-quarter of the 
world’s supply of chrome. Their 
tobacco and their cotton are badly 
needed by other countries. 

The Turks are our friends. They 
both like and admire us, 

They do not fear us, 
they envy us. 

Their neutrality, however, is 
honestly administered. They re- 
fused, for example, to allow me to 
come to their country in the Unit- 
ed States Army plane which took 
me around the world, and I had to 
change at Cairo into a Pan-Amer- 
ican Airways plane.

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The Beveridge Plan 

Recent visit to Atlanta of Sir William 
Beveridge, of Britain, has focussed local at- 
tention on the famowts plan for postwar Social 
security in Britain of which he is the author. 
The “Beveridge plan” as it is known, has won 
full approval of the British press and of much 
British political thought since it was made 
public in 1942. 

Some groups, however, have opposed it on 
the ground that it is too paternalistic and, 
likewise, that it will tend to create a “soft” 
generation by removing the element of chance, 
of uncertainty and, hence, of adventure, from 
everyday life. 

It seems, however, such opposition is large- 
by based upon misconception. For the Beveridge 
plan, in its final analysis, is designed only for 
one purpose, that is to assure everyone against 
the horrors of an old age in utter poverty. 

nd who can raise logical objection to such a 
purpose ? 

Sir William, speaking of his plan for post- 
war social betterment in England, stressed 
that, in many particulars, the proposal is one 
for each nation to work out for itself. How- 
ever, he pointed to two fundamentals of any 
effort for social security which must depend 
upon international co-operation if they are to 


One is the prevention of future wars. This 
Can only be brought about by a combination 
of peace-loving nations, combining their 
strength into a world police force strong enough 
to prevent any militaristic, aggressive nation 
from again launching attack against weaker 
neighbors. 

The second is in the economic realm of 
employment. If unemployment is to be elimi- 
mated as a factor in social security, it can 
only be done through international co-opera- 


tion in providing all nations access to sources . 


of raw materia! and in mutual co-operation for 
the world marketing of manufactured goods. 

However, in the evils which Sir William 
hopes to eradicate, are such strictly internal 
problems as want, disease, ignorance, squalor 
These call for housing reform, for health in- 
Surance and greater availability of hospital 
and medical service and for better distribution 
of the basic necessities of life. 

In final analysis, they all stem from the one 
cause, ignorance. Ignorance or wilful blind- 
ness by those in position to help and ignorance 
by those who cannot avail themselves of op- 
portunity when it knocks. 

Programs such as the Beveridge plan for 
greater social security are excellent and should 
receive careful study now, in order to be ready 
when the postwar days arrive. But they, in 
the final analysis, are stop gaps to insure 
against pauperized old age, until that day when 
individuals and the world itself has learned 
how to use the bountiful provision for man 
which nature always provides, if only man can 
learn to properly use her gifts.

Something Starting 

It appears altogether likely that the new 
campaign north of Australia, in which our 
forces have scored important initial successes, 
may develop into the first stages of that heavy 
onslaught which we have been preparing for 
months past. 

Rabaul, on New Britain, is the most im- 
portant Japanese air and naval base south 
of Truk. The present campaign indicates 
Rabaul is the goal of the pincer movement 
from New Guinea, to the southeast, and from 
the Guadalcanal base in the southwest. If 
Rabaul can be taken and the Japanese cleared 
off New Britain and New Ireland, we shall have 
moved an important step nearer to the Philip- 
pines and, from there, toward the Japanese 
homelands. 

It is, of course, too early to speculate on 
future progress of the campaign. It may be 
intended only as a localized attack to strength- 
en our positions in the Solomons and to add 
to the menace we can bring on enemy bases. 
Or it may be the opening moves in new, and 
tremendous heavy, assaults upon the Japanese. 

The fact that General MacArthur is in 
personal command of the operations, with 
such officers as Admiral Halsey and Lieu- 
tenant General Krueger leading in different 
areas, indicates it is a battle plan of first 
magnitude. . 

In any event, important news from the 
South Pacific area will be forthcoming in the 
very near future.

Winston Churchill, in his Wednesday speech 
in London’s Guildhall, was vibrant with a new 
confidence. From the very tone of his voice, 
as well as from his words, hearers could not 
help but gain impression that, though there 
must be heavy fighting, cruel losses and des- 
perate struggles yet to come, the shape of the 
war today makes victory for the United Nations 
certain. 

It was a different confidence from that 
which stiffened the British will to resist in 
the dark hours after Dunkirk. It was different 
from the calm determination that was epitom- 
ized in Churchill’s words after the loss of 
Tobruk. It was different, even from the assur- 
ance he gave when he spoke in Washington, 
before congress. “? 

The new confidence is the confidence that 
sees the road ahead clearly and definitely. It 
knows that certain things, certain hard things, 
have to be acecomptished before the end is won. 
But it knows, too, that the program ahead is 
definite, a set, sure thing with definite results 
to follow its carrying through. 

It is the confidence of daylight, with the 
way ahead clearly defined, replacing the 
faith that formerly reassured through the 
darkness of night. It is confidence based upon 
exact knowledge, replacing faith founded on 
truth of cause and belief in human capacity. 

Let it not, however, make us so confident 
of victory that we shall relax our éfforts. The 
victory is sure, certainly, but that certainty 
itself is founded upon faith that not a single 
one of us will let down our part of the war 
effort, that we will not slacken, until after 
the final shot is fired.

Assertion by a War Meat Board spokesman 
that the board believes the chief cause of the 
beef shortage is a diversion of cattle slaughter 
from commercial channels does not coincide with 
the assertion recently made by livestock men 
that a vast surplus of cattle is eating up livestock 
feed on ranges and feeding lots, while offers of 
packing house buyers go ‘unheeded. 

If -cattle is being diverted from commercial 
channels, the War Meat Board ought to do some- 
thing to stop it. 

But if the War Meat Board really wants to get 
at the real cause of the threatened beef famine it 
should look into the reported lowing of a vast 
surplus of cattle on ranges and in feed lots.

CONGRESS DID WELL WASHINGTON, July 1.—Congress 
is entitled to a high measure of 


praise for the expeditious manner in which it overrode the Presi- 
dent’s veto of the Smith-Connally labor bill. 

The effect of its action is to serve notice on self-séeking labor 
leaders of the John L. Lewis stripe that the 
country will brook no interference with the 
war production program through strikes and 
other disturbances. Undoubtedly the country 
is wholeheartedly behind congress in its action. 

There is no inconsistency in commending 
congress for its action and at the same time 
refusing to join in the chorus of criticism of 
the President for his veto. Congress was act- 
ing in accordance with the public pulse, which 
was demanding that an end be put to all war- 
time labor disturbances. Mr. Roosevelt, weigh- 
ing the bad points against the good, found the 
bill wanting as a balanced piece of legislation.

€ Sates, tutional duty to veto bad legislation. There can 

be little doubt that the bill as passed was a bad bill. Even some 
of its sponsors admit that. Doubt has been expressed that it will 


stand the test of the courts. 
It is not necessary to deny that the President may have been 


influenced by certain political considerations im exercising his veto. 
If the bill was a bad bill, as many of its supporters agree, why 
should he be a party to its enactment when it was certain to 
grievously offend one of the largest segments of his followers in 


the country? 


LABOR’S RECORD Aside from John L. Lewis and his United 

Mine Workers, there is nothing in the 
strike record of labor since Pearl Harbor to justify the harsh in- 
dictment carried in the new act. Labor’s strike record since we 
entered the war has been 99.95 per cent perfect, as the President 
pointed out in his veto message. The rank and file of labor has 
performed in good faith. 

‘Only a few of the racketeers and unpatriotic self-seekers have 
been the trouble makers. No jail is good enough for them. To the 
last one of them, they should be slapped into the Army and put on 
the same basis of pay as our soldiers, as Mr. Roosevelt proposed 
in his substitute recommendation. 

In the face of labor’s good war record, it is obvious, of course, 
that the antistrike bill was aimed at Lewis and his mine workers. 
Mr. Roosevelt no doubt felt the same way about Lewis as congress 
did and does. But in opposing it he was guided by other consid- 
erations than a desire to put the bushy-browed labor chief in jail. 


WAS NOT REBUFF Neither can it be said, as some of the 


critics claim, that the passage of the bill 
over the President’s veto was a bitter rebuff to Mr. Roosevelt. The 
President did nothing to prevent the overriding vote. It was clearly 
within his power to put up a fight to have his action sustained, had 
he willed. 

For one thing, the veto message was sent to congress at a time 
when many of the labor elements were away, in keeping with the 
usual custom of eastern metropolitan city representatives to go to 
their homes over the weekend. Mr. Roosevelt, had he been in- 
terested, could have seen that these members had an opportunity 
to get back to Washington before the veto vote was taken. 

It might have been possible to save his veto in the house by 
delaying things and organizing a fight. The President ®simply 
dumped the bill back into the lap of congress without any ap- 
parent attempt to defend it—beyond a rather strongly worded veto 


message, of course.

ONE WORD MORE

ROOSEVELT ‘DEFEAT WASHINGTON, D. C., June 29.—(By 


Mail)—This is the second of two 
pieces mailed from Washington during a two-day stop in that city, 
and it has to do with the recent defeats, so called, sustained by 
Mr. Roosevelt. 

The rabidly anti-Roosevelt Washington Times gleefully asserts 
the defeats were two hard clips on the chin. It 
goes on to say that the American people like 
a winner and that the loss of prestige which 
the defeats provided will make it difficult for 
Mr.. Roosevelt to revive the fourth-term plan. 

Well, if the Times had not been saying for 
months that Mr. Roosevelt no longer had any 
prestige and that the fourth-term proposal 
would never be accepted by the people, this 
latest assertion might sound convincing. 

Now, in effect, the Times is confessing all 
along it privately has been believing that Mr. 
Roosevelt possessed great prestige and that the 
fourth-term proposal, after all, was acceptable. 

I don’t know. The only fourth-term talk the 
nation has had comes from those who are 
opposed to it. I am not so naive I do not know 
it is very-likely Mr. Roosevelt will be a can- 
didate for a fourth term. But there is no word 

* to that effect. I do not think he wants it if the 
war should be at an end, and if the war is not at an end, I have 
only one questiory.to ask—‘“Who would you put in his place?” 

At any rate, the Roosevelt political future and course depend 
almost entirely on the war and so there is no need at this time to 
attempt to say what Mr. Roosevelt, or anyone else for that matter, 
will be doing a year hence. 

What did interest me was the reaction to the two “defeats.” 


WERE THEY DEFEATS? I am informed that around here 
the gleam already has faded from 


many of the “destroy-Roosevelt-first-win-the-war-second” people. 
It is reported to be fading from the eyes of others. 

This is merely what I am informed. I am just passing it on. 

A great many persons are beginning to ask, “Was it a defeat?” 

A newspaperman who represents another newspaper, and who 
has long been in Washington, had this to say: 

“Don’t let anyone tell you Mr. Roosevelt suffered a defeat. 
That is what his opponents dearly wish to believe. They wish to 
believe it so much they are believing it. 

“Just remind them, will you, that Mr. Roosevelt vetoed the 
bonus bill not in the year before an election, but in an election 
year. It was passed over his veto and it didn’t cost him a vote, 

“Now comes this labor bill. It is a very faulty, even inadequate, 
bill, but it was some legislation on the subject, and the President 
and the people wanted some legislation. Actually, what he had 
proposed and asked of congress was much more drastic than the bill. 

“Now, get this. It was passed over his veto the same day the 
bill was vetoed. The President sent it to the congress at a time 
when there was time to pass it over his veto. He could have waited 
until later and caused a delay of severai days. He didn’t. So, 
on the same day the bill was vetoed, it became a law. The people 
who wanted some labor legislation got it on the same day. No 


time was lost. 

WHAT PRICE VICTORY “Now,” continued the veteran 
Washington observer, “there fol- 

lowed action by the congress to prevent the President from rolling 

back the prices through subsidy payments. 

“This was the second so-called ‘defeat.’ 

“Now,” he said, “I do not think there is any mystery about who 
wants prices of food to go up. The farm bloc, which does not 
represent farmers as we know them but which does represent 
the great farmers and the contract farms, cold-bloodedly wants 
food prices to go as high as they can be got, so then profits will 
be greater. Certain processors of food want food prices to go as 
high as possible for the same reason. 

“Now, if the people don’t know that they soon will find it out. 
Food prices are going up. I still think Roosevelt will be able to 
prevent an all-out inflation, which a great many persons in con- 
gress want, but that remains to be seen. 

“So, let’s get back to the beginning. 

“If the labor bill won't work, and it won't work well, then 
Mr. Roosevelt won't be blamed. He asked for something much 
more drastic, a bill to immediately put into the Army any man who 
left a vital war job. Also, don’t forget that labor saw he played 
fairly with them. His opponents thought they had him in a corner 
on a But they didn’t. 

“secondly, the OPA won’t work no matter. who the 
charge of it. It ought to be cleaned out and aise cies" ont tao 
it. They have got men talking to the businessmen and farmers who 
come to see the OPA who don’t know how to talk or explain 
problems. 

“But, the fact is that in a democracy, the OPA won't work no 
matter who is at the head of it, or in it. So, what happens? 
Congress emasculates it for Mr. Roosevelt. 

“But prices are going up. And the people will recall that 
Roosevelt was causing food to cost less when you went in to buy 
it. Congress stops him. Prices go up. They will go up plenty. 

“Who will get the blame? Not Mr. Roosevelt. 

“I can tell you honestly that the President pays little attention 
—too little attention—to domestic affairs. He is almost entirely 
intent on winning this war as soon as possible and on saving as 
many lives as possible.

Mr. Willkie was shocked and apparently horrified when he 
learned that Russians consider their “liquidation” of the upper 
class a fine achievement. 

He should have remembered that all genuine revolutions follow 
much the same pattern. 

Our own Revolution liquidated the “ruling class.” which in- 
cluded the rich Tories and the privileged who got their prestige 
and social position and wealth by their loyalty to the crown. 
Most of them escaped to Canada, but others died fighting and some 
were killed by patriots not in uniform. 

The French Revolution, far bloodier than ours, chopped off - 
heads until the gutters ran red. No member of the nobility or 
privileged class escaped, except by flight or by hiding. The starved 
and abused people took full revenge. | 

The people of Russia, most of them but one degree above slav- 
ery, took revenge for centuries of degradation, but their purpose 
was more practical. They eliminated the ruling class so they could 
rule themselves. They rid their country of nobles and aristocrats 
and capitalists—or, as Americans said at the time, “everybody who 
knew anything or amounted to anything.” 

To those who believe that only the privileged are qualified to 
rule, Russia’s ruin seemed certain. But successful revolutions seldom 
have such a result. | ‘i

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Salad Dressings 


Salads are our most popular food group in warm weather. Their 
number is legion, and the variety of salad combinations practically 
limitless. But no matter what goes into a salad the success of it 
depends mainly upon the dressing. 

There are only three basic salad dressings: French, mayonnaise 
and cooked dressing, but these may be varied in countless ways. 
Each basic dressing should be good to start with, smoothly blended 
and properly flavored. Mayonnaise is unrationed, so perhaps you'll 
buy your favorite brand and change it with different seasonings. 
Here is a basic recipe for French dressing and ways to vary other 
dressings for summertime salads: 

Basic French Dressing: Put in a pint jar 1 1-2 teaspoons salt, 1-2 
teaspoon paprika, 1-2 teaspoon salt and 1-4 teaspoon white pepper. 
Add 1-3 cup cider or white vinegar and 2-3 cup salad oil. Cover 
the jar and shake until the dressing is well blended and thickened.
